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Taber Library Begins Borrow a Bike Program

Starting July 11, the Elizabeth Taber Library 
in Marion will be lending out adult bicycles to library 
cardholders to enjoy for the day as part of its summer 
program emphasizing the importance of health and 
wellness. 

Library patrons age 18 and over can present their 
library card with driver's license and borrow a bicycle, 
along with helmet, for a same-day checkout/ return 
throughout the remainder of the summer. 

Library Director Elisabeth "Libby" O'Neill said 
the library was looking for a way to tie in the summer 
reading program's theme of health and wellness with 
adult library patrons and, with the donation of five adult 
bikes from Tabor Academy, the lend-a-bike program 
seemed like the obvious idea.

"A lot of libraries are starting to check out a 
lot of materials that are not just books," said O'Neill. 

"We thought this would be a fun thing to do over the 
summer." 

The library will start with checking out three 
bikes to get a feel for the popularity of the program. From 
there, O'Neill might decide to add the additional two 
bikes to accommodate patrons using the program. 

"This is a great opportunity also for visitors," said 
O'Neill. "Anyone can get a library card, so visitors would 
be able to also have the opportunity to check out a bike." 

The rules require the patron to sign a waiver, and 
the bike must be returned the same day as it is checked 
out, or else face a $1 an hour late fee. But as the program 
unfolds, said O'Neill, the details could change. 

The bikes are pretty basic, said O'Neill, and some 
are equipped with baskets. 

"I have always loved bike riding," O'Neill said. 
"And what a way to tie in the theme of the summer 
reading program!" 

She hopes the program is one that will cater to the 
community, its needs, and be a fun and exciting way to 
keep the library as a community focal point. 

"I've been wanting to do a program like this for 
a long time," said O'Neill. It's another reason to keep 
libraries relevant beyond just checking out books. 

The library is still seeking adult helmets and bike 
locks for this program.

Summer Fun in Mattapoisett

The 2016 summer season is upon us and with that 
comes the opening of the Mattapoisett Historical Society 
Museum. This year's opening theme features all manner 
of warm weather sports-related memorabilia from their 
extensive collection. 

In this tiny town, one would not imagine such 
a variety of activities, yet inside the historic museum's 
walls you'll find antiques and objects ranging from 
swimsuits to baseball bats, river race boats to golf balls 
and signs proclaiming beach rules and regulations. But 
the overarching theme is 'fun in the sun.' 

"We have so many bathing suits," said museum 
president Jennifer Mclntire. "We could have done a 
whole exhibit just on bathing suits if we had enough 
mannequins," she laughed. 

Adding a richer layer to the theme of sports 
activities is the addition of two boats used in the Annual 
Rochester Memorial Day Boat Race, which finishes in 
Mattapoisett on the Mattapoisett River. 

Race historian Art Benner has loaned a boat, as 
has Mattapoisett resident and race participant Jodi Bauer. 
The unique round paddles also on display propel the craft 
through shallow water or swift torrents. With Benner's

assistance, Mclntire was able to show the deep history 
this event holds for Mattapoisett and Rochester beginning 
in 1934. Of the boats themselves, though various materials 
have been used in their making, it's the tried and true 
plywood version that is the standard. 

Moving to another grouping, one finds baseball 
bats, a catcher's mitt and face guard, and a smooth 
baseball. Considering the science now employed for their 
modern day versions, these items look primitive. An 
accompanying piece is a newspaper clipping from the 
August 13, 1899 issue of The Boston Daily Globe. It reads in 
part: 

"Mattapoisett Ball Club is the sporty thing in 
town which all swear by. It defeats the Marions and the 
New Bedford YMCA . . . and is ready to meet still better 
clubs than these . . . the town is very proud of its ball 
tossers this year." 

Golf also has long been a part of the summer fun 
in Mattapoisett, dating back to 1887 and King Charles. 

The description alongside wooden clubs and early golf 
balls says that the present day Reservation Golf Club was

built in 1895 for the King's private use and that the first 
clubhouse was constructed in 1900. This collection should 
make the modern player appreciate just how good they 
have it now. 

Let's not forget bicycling. There is a bike from 
1870 with a giant front wheel and tiny back wheels. 
Imagine that going down the Mattapoisett Bike Path 
today! The information placard tells the visitor that in 
1893, one million bicycles were in use and that by 1900 
the figure was ten million. The growth was primarily due 
to females being allowed to participate in the sport of 
bicycling. Yes - girl power. 

And speaking of girl power, getting back to those 
bathing suits Mclntire talked about earlier, the lady's 
suit is magnificent. One piece, of course, and black wool, 
of course, yet it was scandalous for its day. Annette 
Kellermann designed this suit in 1920. 

Kellermann was a film actress and advocate for 
women's right to wear a one-piece bathing suit versus 
the accepted pantaloons. In fact, she created an entire 
line of ladies' swimwear. However, cultural norms of the 
day didn't favor that much female flesh being on public 
display. In 1907, Kellermann was arrested at Revere Beach 
wearing one of her own creations. 

Mclntire shared that she and museum curator 
Jeffrey Miller had quite a time dressing the two 
mannequins, one male and one female, in the old suits. 

"We had to be careful not to damage the fabrics," 
she said. 

Mclntire said, "We have so many ideas for other 
exhibits." She said the museum has a vast collection 
of clothing, everything from bonnets to swimsuits to 
undergarments and accessories. 

Of future plans, the society is thinking about 
exhibits highlighting all the schools that once dotted

So Much More Than Eyeglasses

The first thing that generally comes to mind when 
you think of the Lions Club is eyeglasses. In 1925, Helen 
Keller addressed a Lions Club convention being held in 
Ohio with the stirring call to be "knights of the blind in 
the crusade against darkness. " That stuck and for decades 
the Lions Club both nationally and internationally has 
been supporting eye research and providing eyeglasses. 

Yet the original foundation of the organization, 
which today boasts millions of members around the 
global, was 'We serve.' In 1917, founder Melvin Jones, a 
Chicago-based business leader, asked the membership to 
"reach beyond business issues and address the betterment 
of their communities and the world." 

Today, the work of serving others quietly takes 
places in cities and towns, in villages and neighborhoods, 
through small-scale and large-scale activities. And right 
here, nestled in our community of Mattapoisett, is a group 
of Lions whose quest to provide for a need, answer a call, 
or lend a hand continues. 

"People think the Lions Club is a bunch of old 
guys donating glasses, but it's far more than that," says 
Lisa Bindas. Four years ago when she and her partner,

fit for them. Before long, any questions they may have 
had about the work of the Lions were answered. 

Bindas and Barnett, along with other members of 
the Mattapoisett Lions Club, drove to New Jersey in the 
wake of Hurricane Sandy to take supplies to the Lions 
Clubs there who were struggling to assist storm victims. 

"We took everything - pet food, human food, 
clothing," Bindas said. "That's just it," Bindas continued. 
"Whenever anyone is in need, we help." 

Bindas' comments were echoed by outgoing 
Mattapoisett Lions Club president Rob Haley. 

"Sure, we do Harbor Days," said Haley, "but we 
do so many other things." 

Since Haley's tenure began, he has reached deep

into the community to partner with schools, town halls, 
visiting nurses, and churches. 

"I found out that in New Bedford, seven hundred 
kids spend weekends with little or no food. They are 
depending on the schools for their meals." There was 
apparent pain in Haley's voice belying an otherwise calm 
demeanor. "The biggest thing is so many kids that really 
struggle, they need clothes and food," he said. 

The Mattapoisett Lions Club is helping to bridge 
that need. 

The list of needs that the organization has assisted 
with is long and covers a swath of human suffering from 
hunger to mobility issues to building wheelchair ramps 
to cleaning out an elderly person's hoard to giving away 
eyeglasses. 

"We are in partnership with LensCr afters. If 
someone goes there and has a demonstrated financial 
problem, we'll pay the bill," said Haley. 

So while the work they are most known for 
continues, the variety of services provided has expanded 
just as founder Jones had hoped it would. 

But, let's not forget other activities that provide 
fun relief from the problems of the now and take one to 
a happy place where the smell of frying foods and the 
joyous sounds of laughter on a hot summer's day can 
only mean one thing: Harbor Days in Mattapoisett. 

"People plan their summer vacations, time to visit 
family, during the week of Harbor Days," said Bindas.

The Eye Catching American Oystercatcher 

By George B. Emmons 

My usual afternoon ceremonial is along the 
shore of Crescent Beach, about half way to Ned's Point 
Lighthouse where, what to my wondering eyes should 
appear, recently were two Oystercatchers never before 
encountered after years of bird watching. 

They were feeding on the mud flats of the inlet of 
the marsh near Pico Beach, a more startling and striking 
appearance than most shore birds with long, bright red 
bills, red-rimmed eyes, black heads, dark brown backs, 
and white belly and base of tail, with white wing stripe 
on inner flight feathers. 

True to their name, they are able to catch and 
devour oysters. They do this by stabbing and hammering 
the shell with repeated blows until opening a hole to cut 
through the adductor muscle and then inserting the bill in 
the opening and forcing the shell apart. These techniques 
are learned as the young emulate their parents, depicted 
in my illustration viewable online. 

Their unlined nests with usually four buff-colored 
eggs are hidden in a shallow depression on a little mound 
of sand above the high tide mark. 

After hatching, the chicks are precocial (relatively 
mature at birth), fully feathered, but dependent on the

parents for about two months until bills are long and 
strong enough to open shells. 

Even though they may appear tame at times, 
the Audubon Society cautions against approaching too 
close, as with a camera, because ground-nesting species 
are flighty if they feel their young and nests have been 
discovered. For example, their inland cousin, the killdeer 
plover, will feign the broken wing trick to divert attention 
elsewhere, and a woodcock hen will actually pick up each 
egg or newborn chick and gently, one by one, fly low over 
the ground to a more secret location. 

Most people see shorebirds in mid to late 
summer when they are on vacation or near the coast as 
they migrate south from Artie breeding grounds. In the

habits, all ways found to help stave off Alzheimer's, he 
said. 

It wasn't long before Lee's motivation brought 
him to his feet, running marathons and road races along 
with his brother. Cliff Lee, who lives in Salt Lake City, 
Utah. Yet, with so many others out there who face the risk 
of developing Alzheimer's disease, Lee felt compelled to 
share the hope of outrunning the disease by reaching out 
to others in his age bracket, the Baby Boomer generation, 
to get more people involved in taking control of their 
health and their future. 

"The idea was, how can I motivate myself as 
well as other people who have the same concerns?" said 
Lee. "I started this thing called 'BoomerangFit.' We're 
'boomers' but we want to 'boomerang' back to where we 
were twenty, thirty. . .when you felt like you were okay 
from a health standpoint." 

Two years ago, Lee and his brother ran the Boston 
Fenway Park Spartan Race Sprint and recruited a group of 
boomers to join in. It was fun, Lee said, figuring perhaps 
he could do more healthy events like that more often - 
"crazy" events, Lee said, crazy enough to raise awareness 
of the disease and so people might be inclined to sponsor 
Lee to raise funds for the Alzheimer's care, treatment, and 
research for a cure. 

Lee figured, "Let's do that by setting goals to do 
crazy stuff and let's use the crazy stuff to raise money." 

This year, after a number of Spartan obstacle

races, Lee wanted to step things up for 2016 with 
something that would make people say, "Holy crap! I 
would never do that!" 

"Otherwise," Lee said, "it doesn't grab people's 
attention." 

Lee factored in his fear of heights and thought, 
hmm . . . let's climb a mountain. 

So this year's crazy challenge is to climb Mount 
Baker in Seattle, said Lee. 

Mount Baker is an 'active glaciated andesitic 
stratovolcano,' part of the Cascade Volcanic Arc, and the 
third highest peak in the state of Washington at 10,781 
feet.

Quarterly Meeting of 'Team Marion' 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Nearly 30 members of what Marion Selectmen 
Chairman Jody Dickerson called "Team Marion" met with 
the Marion Board of Selectmen on June 30 for a quarterly 
review of departmental budgets with department heads 
on the eve of the new fiscal year. 

Everyone from the tree warden to the Capital 
Planning Committee, the town administrator to the 
school superintendent, paid employees to those who 
volunteer their talents and expertise, shared brief sketches 
highlighting FY2016 successes, unfinished business, and 
FY2017 plans. 

Finance Director Judy Moody said everyone had 
done well working within budgets, and she discussed a 
few expenses that would become encumbrances to the 
new budget. She said that it would take a couple of weeks 
to finalize the FY16 books, including any turn-backs, but 
that overall everything was on track. 

Those department heads responsible for 
municipal buildings such as ORR School Superintendent 
Doug White, Harbormaster Isaac Perry, Police Chief 
Lincoln Miller, and Fire Chief Brian Jackvony, all said that

only normal maintenance expenses were planned for the 
coming year. 

However, when it came to Facilities Manager 
Shaun Cormier, he said that due to staffing issues, with 
only a few part-time seasonal workers, his department 
was about four months behind schedule. In spite of that 
reality, he listed a number of pending projects: roof repairs 
at the Atlantis Drive building; fire station windows; 
library roof replacements; and work on buildings at 
Washburn Park. 

"Don't know how much we're going to get done, 
though," he said, concluding his comments. 

Department of Public Works Superintendent 
Rob Zora talked about the wastewater NPDES permit in 


relationship to its impact on road improvement projects. 

"We've been held hostage," said Zora. He said 
he was "discouraged" after meeting with state officials 
regarding the matter of Marion's wastewater discharge 
permit. Zora said he thought progress had been made in 
discussing the problem of meeting state requirements, but 
that upon receipt of the DEP / EPA consent order that was 
no longer the case. 

"Once you accept the consent order, you lose 
your right to appeal," Zora said. "This will be a long 
uphill battle to make them listen to sound science." 

Due to the unknown financial impact of having 
to meet the NPDES permit conditions, which he indicated 
in a follow-up conversation would cost many millions 
of dollars, other capital improvements could not move 
forward. 

On the water side of public works, Zora said 
the annual water restriction from June 15 to September 
15 was now in place. He also said that state water 
restrictions were heading to all cities and towns in the 
near future. Annual water restrictions are nothing new to 
Marion residents, he said, noting, "The public has worked 
well with restrictions." 

Around the table, other matters were aired. 

Perry said of the harbormaster's office, "There are 
three full-time employees and five part-timers working in 
a fifteen- by fifteen-foot space." He said his capital plans 
include expanding the office area to include space above

the public restrooms. Perry also said that a new pump-out 
boat was on his planning horizon, but that grant monies 
would assist with that expense. 

Gary Carreiro, town treasurer, said collectibles 
were running about 98% while also saying, "A lot of 
people in town are struggling to pay bills. . .. We see it 
everyday." He noted that the recent vote in Britain to 
pull out of the European Union was affecting the town's 
financial investments. 

When the issue of the town house came up, 
Priscilla Ditchfield of the Town House Committee said, 
"Three-hundred and fifteen-thousand dollars is being 
used for the architects to prepare design drawings," in 
advance of the Fall Town Meeting. She said the process

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includes providing voters with cost estimates for 
rehabilitation construction of the historical structure for 
the annual town meeting and then firm construction costs 
for the spring town meeting. 

Ditchfield said that the committee was in its fifth 
year of researching and refining the plan saying, "We've 
spent a lot of time to come up with the most feasible plan 
possible." 

When asked, she said that presently the plan 
would cost each household about $180 per year for 20 
years but that borrowing against CPA funds was not out 
of the question. 

Building Commissioner Scott Shippey said there 
was new growth in town; his office had recorded 350 
building permits last year with roughly 10% of those 
being for new construction. He said he is looking into 
streamlining the permitting process with online tools in 
the future. 

Jackvony said of the Fire Department that new 
radios, new ice suits, new employees, and new fire 
engines were all in the works. Turning to Mooney, he 
said he had a list of encumbrances for her, to which she 
responded, "Get them to me today." He also said a new 
ventilation system is planned for the fire station, as well 
as a new drier for turn-out gear. 

Finance Committee Chairman Alan Minard 
told the group, "It makes so much more sense to use the 
money more smoothly versus big flurries of spending." 
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He continued, ''Think about how you look at your 
business," saying that department heads should work 
financials from the bottom up rather than his committee 
having to "find the fluff in your budgets." 

Capital Planning Committee Chairman Paul 
Naiman asked, "What can we do to help you plan better?" 

In a matter not directly related to the town's 
present finance issues. Conservation Commission 
Chairman Norm Hills said that new FEMA flood lines 
included a category titled "coastal zone A." Hills said 
that this new designation would affect vast swathes of 
property in Marion. Shippey said that, although it's not 
in the building code today, it was something that would 
"impact a lot of people." 

Dickerson thanked everyone and said that 
moving forward, quarterly all-inclusive meetings would 
help with the communication between departments and 
town boards and committees. 

Town to Tighten Management of Facilities 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Three years ago, the Marion Board of Selectmen 
appointed Shaun Cormier as the town's director of 
facilities with the intention of eventually consolidating the 
management of the various town-owned buildings and 
structures. On June 29 during a special morning meeting 
of the selectmen, they decided it was time to do just that. 

"At that time, the board felt that it was a very 
important decision to have our main assets under one 
control or one oversight," said Chairman Jody Dickerson. 
"And I think that was one of the board's best decisions 
that we've done . . . but there have been some issues and 
we thought it was about time we decide where we're 
going to go with it," adding that the board never specified 
which buildings Cormier would be responsible for and 
which buildings department heads such as the police 
chief, fire chief, and DPW superintendent must manage. 

Although Cormier has done a fine job keeping up 
with the management of the facilities, repairs, upgrades, 
inspections, and maintenance, say selectmen, department 
heads agree better communication is needed to assist 
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Cormier in his position, as well as more manpower and a 
bigger facilities maintenance budget. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson asked for 
board guidance on how to finally accomplish a cohesive 
facilities maintenance plan. 

"Do we begin to consolidate all the building 
maintenance type line items in all the various town 
budgets . . . into one budget and then that allows Shaun . . . 
to then begin some real capital forecasting and planning 
in terms of how we're going to maintain our facilities 
moving forward," Dawson said. 

DPW Superintendent Rob Zora questioned 
whether Cormier already had enough on his plate, 
asking how the board could accommodate Cormier in his 
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efficiency without overloading him. 

"I see his frustration," said Zora. He suggested 
Cormier needed more "manpower," adding, "Because 
you're really adding the workload that's really going to 
push him over the edge. He's definitely going to need a 
bigger budget. . . . He is like a one-man band right now. . . ." 

The board looked over a two-page list of town- 
owned facilities that went beyond the most obvious DPW 
building, town house, and fire and police stations, to 
include Washburn Park structures among others. 

"There are facilities that aren't even in this town 
that belong to us," said Selectman Stephen Cushing. 

Dickerson pointed out that, unfortunately, 
facilities is often the first budget that gets cut back. 

When asked, Cormier said two crews of two 
workers would be ideal moving forward. Dawson 
said the board should lay out a facility plan and the 
anticipated costs associated with additional employees 
to present to the Finance Committee and ultimately town 
meeting. 

"When you present a cohesive plan," said 
Dawson, "they will support you." 

Police Chief Lincoln Miller said Cormier is always 
on top of facility needs at the police station, commenting 
that the system in place, as far as the police station goes, 

"I think it's worked very well." 

Fire Chief Brian Jackvony agreed, but suggested 
the selectmen allow for some "flexibility" between 
department heads and Cormier, which might give 
opportunities for both parties to save taxpayers money 
by comparing quotes for capital projects, such as a recent 
water heater installation that Jackvony was able to 
arrange for a quote less than the one Cormier provided. 

"I don't think we want to handcuff any one 
department," said Cushing. 

Another issue, said Zora, was communication. 

"Sometimes I think that I'm in a different town," 
said Zora. "And I think communication is huge." He 
suggested more frequent meetings so he feels less "out of 
the loop." 

Selectman Steve Gonsalves concurred. 

"They key to all of this is communication," said 
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Gonsalves. "I feel if that happens, it's going to avoid what 
[Zora] said. It's so simple, yet so complicated.... It won't 
take a lot of time but it will end a lot of headaches." 

Dawson said the board should establish a 
facilities committee of sorts to discuss line items and keep 
communication open. 

"It really is going to mean communication," 
said Finance Director Judith Mooney. "It's not going to 
be as simple as taking out of a line item and putting in 
facilities." 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for July 12 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Police Station conference room. 


Sun Sets on Rochester Center Solar Farm

The Special Permit application for a solar farm 
slated for the historic center of Rochester has been 
withdrawn, essentially killing any progress the project 
has made with the Rochester Planning Board over the 
past 12 months since the application was first filed. 

A letter dated June 28, 2016 from developer 
Renewable Generation LLC's engineer gives a vague 
explanation for the withdrawal. 

"On behalf of the applicant . . . please accept this 
letter as a formal request to withdraw, without prejudice, 
the Special Permit application submitted for the proposed 
large-scale ground mounted solar electric generation 
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facility [at 620 New Bedford Road]/' writes Andrews 
Survey & Engineering, Inc. Vice President Stephen O' 
Connell. "Due to extenuating permitting challenges, the 
applicant has requested that the project not move forward 
at this time." 

During a July 5 phone interview, Rochester Town 
Counsel Blair Bailey confirmed that the solar farm project 
is essentially "dead in the water" now that a new zoning 
bylaw adopted at the Rochester Annual Town Meeting 
on June 13 made certain amendments to the Limited 
Commercial Zoning District that prohibit large-scale 
ground mounted solar arrays within the zoning district 
and historic district. 

"The one downtown here can't proceed under 
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the new change," said Bailey. "The only provision that 
was passed that has the effect of putting a stop, at least for 
now ... is the change that doesn't allow ground-mounted 
solar." 

The solar project, instead of a Special Permit 
application, would need to apply for a use variance with 
the Zoning Board of Appeals, Bailey stated. 

"Variances are very hard to get," said Bailey. "As 
they should be very hard to get, because zoning exists for 
a reason." 

Other challenges to the permitting process, said 
Bailey, have been requests from various state agencies 
such as the Natural Heritage & Endangered Species 
Program (NHESP) and the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission for site studies, which had halted the project 
for a number of months now. 

Massachusetts General Law, when it comes to 
a zoning bylaw such as this one, according to Bailey, "If 
[a project was] in the pipeline, unless you have a permit 
in hand before the first date of the publication of the 
proposed zoning change, it would apply to you." 

This was news to the Rochester Planning Board. 

"It was a surprise," said Planning Board 
Chairman Arnold Johnson over the phone on July 5. "That 
wasn't our intent (to shut down the project). Our intent 
was to preserve the remaining open lands that are there in 
the center." Johnson continued, "I've never run into that 
before with zoning. It's usually the applications have been 
protected by a grandfather status, so any applications we 
had in there . . . we didn't know that we were doing this." 

There are other avenues in addition to the 
variance application with the ZB A, stated Johnson. The 
developer could scale down the project not to exceed the 
250-kilowatt maximum of the new bylaw, or simply hope 
the Attorney General's Office strikes down the town's 
new regulation. 

"You never know," said Johnson. "The state is a 
liberal state. They like green energy." 

Johnson referred to the NHESP and 
Massachusetts Historical Commission, the two state 
agencies that were essentially battling one another over 
the historical commission's request for an archeological 
dig and the NHESP' s opposition to digging up the 
habitat. 

"I think that's an obstacle, not only for them, but 
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for anyone who wants to buy the property and wants to 
put a business there," said Johnson. "Any property within 
that district now that wants to propose a use would have 
to go through that." 

Abutters and neighbors to the site had also 
strongly opposed the project from the start, hoping for a 
miracle to delay and eventually put an end to the solar 
farm project that would have led to extensive tree-clearing 
of the wooded area between New Bedford Road and the 
historic cemetery on Dexter Road. 

The withdrawal without prejudice allows the 
developer to re-apply in the future, instead of waiting 
the two mandatory years before re-filing, although Bailey 
said, under the current circumstances, the Special Permit 
route would be unlikely. 

"The impact of that is . . . they can re-file, but any 
re-filing would have to be under the new bylaw," Bailey 
said. 


Master Plan Progress Update 

Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board has elected to 
dedicate one meeting per month to the ongoing Master 
Plan development, and on July 5 the board discussed 
comments and a draft document laying out the goals for 
land use and economic development. 

The key concept identified during several public 
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workshops was "Village Style" mixed-use housing and 
commercial growth as essential to the future of Marion. 
Route 6 in particular, as well as Sippican Office Park, 
the waterfront, and the village were areas touched upon 
within the four land use goals, which focused on re- 
zoning and amending zoning bylaws to accommodate 
village-style development and cluster development 
mixing commercial with residential, among other things. 

Keeping with the character of Marion is always a 
key component of discussions on the Master Plan, which 
includes not only business and housing development and 
design, but land conservation as well. 

Climate resilience is another aspect that will be a 
strategy integrated throughout all aspects of the Master 
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Plan, and the draft document states that looming sea 
level rises, storm events, and high-tide events " should be 
considered for all major land use decisions." 

The document continues, "This means that the 
initial vulnerability assessment available in the climate 
resilience and any future climate resilience plans should 
be consulted for all major zoning, infrastructure, and 
development decisions." 

"We have to make sure that . . . economic growth 
is done properly . . . and for the community," said 
Planning Board member Eileen Marum, emphasizing the 
importance of mixed-use zoning. "We need to consider 
cluster buildings. They have to be bike-able; they have 
to be walk-able...." She later added, "I don't think just 


developing Route 6 without a plan would go well with 
the residents of Marion ... I don't think strip malls are the 
way to go." 

Moving on to economic development, the Master 
Plan draft goals take into consideration the fact that 
Marion's tax base is 93% residential as compared to 75% 
in Carver, 79% in Plymouth, 82% in Wareham, and 94% 
in Mattapoisett. Economic development, again, focused 
mainly on village-style developments "that give Marion 
so much of its character while enhancing the tax base." 

The draft further states, "This blended approach 
is wholly appropriate for Marion and is supported by key 
data points and the desires Marion residents expressed 
during the public workshops." 

The goals focus specifically on traditional 
economic development to the Sippican Office Park by 
creating a "business-friendly community that attracts high 
wage job producers." 

Another goal touches upon participating in 
Chapter 43D expedited permitting within the office 
park which, according to the draft goals, "provides 
a transparent and efficient process for municipal 
permitting, guarantees local permitting decisions on 
priority development sites within 180 days, and increases 
visibility of your community and target development 
sites." 

Another aspect of the economic development goal 
addresses utilizing tax increment financing with private 
sector partners to give incentives for new businesses to

move to the Sippican Office Park. 

The goal also mentions establishing a Local 
Business Development Commission to improve the 
likelihood of job creation in Marion and high value 
commercial growth. 

Wastewater treatment, of course, was also a factor 
in economic growth, with board member Will Saltonstall 
suggesting there be more emphasis on the future financial 
burdens of the wastewater treatment facility as the Master 
Plan is further developed. 

"This is not the final product," Town Planner Ken 
Buckland reminded the board. 

Next month, the board will discuss the housing. 
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services, and facilities goals for the Master Plan. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for July 18 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House.

Taryn MacGregor - 18, athletic, and on her 
Christmas break from college - never thought anything 
could derail her happy-go-lucky life.

To 
her credit, she has grasped that reality and intends to do 
something influential and positive with her new lease on 
life. 

To start, she has joined Lift-in-Love, a team 
behind the second annual area Serve- A-Thon, a fundraiser 
benefitting the Salvation Army and Mobile Loaves & 
Fishes to be held on Saturday, September 10, 2016. She'll 
be lending a hand to raise funds for the organizations 
whose primary function is to lighten the struggles of the 
many hundreds of men, women, and children among us 
in need of the daily basics most of us take for granted.

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Valley Water Supply Protection Advisory Committee, and 
the towns of Mattapoisett, Marion, and Fairhaven. While 
the land is located in the town of Mattapoisett, it serves as 
the drinking water source for all three towns. 

The 134 acres of land includes two clusters: one 
area along and north of Tinkham pond and another 
along the Mattapoisett River. The land was acquired 
for conservation from Howard Tinkham, who, by his 
estimate, is the seventh generation of the Tinkham family 
to own this land. At one time, he says, there were so many 
Tinkhams in this area that it's now called "Tinkhamtown" 
on local maps. 

In addition to protecting drinking water resources 
for the towns, protecting this land also benefits local 
wildlife and will provide passive recreation opportunities 
such as hiking, walking and birdwatching. 

The majority of the protected land will be owned 
by the town of Mattapoisett with the Coalition and the 
towns of Fairhaven and Marion co-holding a conservation 
restriction to add an additional layer of protection. 

The Coalition will own two small parcels to provide 
public access for passive recreation. The project was 
made possible with funding from the Commonwealth's 
Drinking Water Supply Protection program as well as the 
U.S. Fish & Wildlife Service, the Buzzards Bay National 
Estuary Program and from community preservation 
funds allocated by all three towns. 

"The communities of Mattapoisett, Marion 
and Fairhaven are showing great vision in protecting 
their drinking water by conserving the natural areas 
of the Mattapoisett River valley," says Coalition Vice 
President of Watershed Protection Brendan Annett. "Their 
investment today to protect the remaining undeveloped 
land will pay dividends for many years to come."

bricks to be installed. Inscribed bricks have been placed 
in the ground in front of permanent benches in Shipyard 
Park, Veteran's Park at Ned's Point and the Herring Weir 
panel. 

Jo Pannell, Chairman of the Mattapoisett 
Historical Commission, has been at the forefront of this 
project for the last six years. Pannell says 149 bricks have 
been placed during that time, courtesy of the Mattapoisett 
Highway Department. They construct a wooden frame, 
flush with the ground and insert the bricks inside. The 
cost of each brick is $55.

Cell. Starring John Cusack and Samuel L. Jackson. 
Directed by Tod Williams. Running time: 98 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Watching his friend George Romero make his 
zombie films, Stephen King may have thought it looked 
like such fun that he decided to write his own, in the 
form of his 2006 novel Cell. Ten years later, it is now a 
legit zombie film, co-written by King himself, though it 
hasn't turned out to be much fun. King's premise is that a 
cell-phone frequency has turned people using the devices 
into marauding killers. They're not quite zombies, not as 
we've come to define them; they're more like the rage- 
filled berserkers in Romero's The Crazies, Danny Boyle's 
28 Days Later, or Garth Ennis' comic book Crossed. In 
short, they don't eat flesh, but they do enjoy making more 
of themselves. 

The first reel or so of Cell packs a spiraling, whoa- 
man-what-the-hell-was-f/zaf punch in the gut. We meet 
comic-book writer/ artist Clay (John Cusack) at a Boston 
airport, with everyone glued to their cell phones. Fairly 
rapidly, and with no explanation or preparation, the 
situation goes pear-shaped. People start frothing at the 
mouth and attacking anyone they look at; Clay barely 
escapes to the subway, where he meets operator Tom 
(Samuel L. Jackson) and decides to beat feet out of the city 
in search of his little boy and his estranged wife. Now, 
nobody in Romero's zombie masterpiece Dawn of the Dead 
needed a sappy motivation like I Gotta Find My Kid; it 
was sufficient that they merely wanted to stay alive, and 
they were wrought well enough that we agreed that they 
should. 

Cusack and Jackson also co-starred in 1408, an 
earlier King adaptation; the consensus is that 1408 is the 
better film, though I hardly see how it could be worse. 

Cell swipes every po-faced survivalist horror template 
— much walking around, picking up other survivors 
(including Isabelle Fuhrman as a teenager who had 
to kill her own cell-afflicted mom), searching houses, 
finding guns aplenty, none of which are locked up. Many 
of the attack sequences, ineptly staged by director Tod 



Williams, are hyper-edited into frenetic image salad. 

Our heroes keep meeting weirdoes like Stacy Keach as 
a headmaster who delivers a nice juicy infodump and 
Anthony Reynolds as an ice cream van driver delirious 
from sleeplessness who keeps something quite different 
from ice cream in his vehicle. 

King loves his mysterious Manson-esque avatars 
of evil, here giving us an off-brand Randall Flagg in a 
red hoodie who seems to be the leader of the "phoners." 
This Walkin' Dude appears in everyone's nightmares 
and seems to have manifested in Clay's graphic novel. 

Do I have to read the book to find out why? The movie 
is little help. Cell doesn't hide much under the hood, no 
commentary on how everyone's umbilically attached to 
their phones (not even any on-the-nose satirical snarks 
like the ones in Dawn of the Dead about the mall being an 
important place to the zombies). It's just another cut-'em- 
if-they-stand, shoot-' em-if-they-run splatter movie with a 
techie twist, and not even a cautionary twist. 

Reach's headmaster hypothesizes that the 
"phoners" are the next evolutionary step, the sort of 
dumb-ass thing you expect eggheads in this kind of 
movie to opine. We never do get a decent explanation 
for why this is happening now, what started it, and what 
the "phoners" and their leader want aside from milling 
around in flock-like circles. Cell is empty and meaningless, 
though it's gloomy and slow-moving enough to feign 
some philosophical weight. Jackson files one of his quieter 
performances, while poor Cusack is stuck in a role with 
almost no humor or charm. As I write this, Cusack has 
just turned fifty. Once a quick and forceful kickboxer, he 
seems to have slowed down quite a bit — there's a shot 
of him running that made me worry about his lumbar 
region. I want to see him in movies for years to come — 
just not in movies like Cell.

On February 18, 1952, a ferocious nor'easter 
split in half a 500-foot long oil tanker, the Pendleton, 
approximately one mile off the coast of Cape Cod, 
Massachusetts; twenty miles away, a second oil tanker, 
the Fort Mercer, also split in half. On both fractured 
tankers, men were trapped on the severed bows and 
sterns, all four sections sinking in 60-foot seas. Thus 
began a life and death drama of survival, heroism, and 
a series of tragic mistakes. Of the 84 seamen aboard the 
tankers, 70 would be rescued. Tougias tells the tale of the 
men, the storm, the wrecks, and the four young Coast 
Guardsmen who launched themselves over Chatham 
Bars and into the storm to save the 32 souls stranded on 
the stern of the Pendleton. 

Tougias has said, "This event was - and still 
is - the greatest, most daring sea rescue ever performed 



by the Coast Guard, and it happened right here off the 
New England coast. I like doing these programs because 
I transport the audience into the heart of the storm, so 
they can ask, 'What would I have done?' With a slide 
presentation, the viewer can visually relive the adventure 
of it." 

Tougias, author and co-author of 24 books, 
recently published So Close To Home, the story of a hard- 
working, blue collar family in the post-Depression 
years. When war broke out, they unknowingly entered 
the crosshairs of an ugly battle taking place right off 
America's shores, sailing into the path of a German 
U-boat that was on a killing spree through unprotected 
waters near major port cities. So Close to Home takes you 
into both the struggle to get ahead as experienced by the 
Downs family and the U-boats' race against the American 
war machine. 

The presentation is suitable for all ages, and a 
book-signing will follow the program.
